The lteceased. Was Highly Respected 
by all Wt t o Knew Him ->Vhk a , 
Matoii In Good Standing. 

Word was received here on Thurcday of 
last' week of the sudden death of Eugene 
Jay.Subinat Wnshiiio-ton, p..C„ where he 
had gone to spend the winter, wilh his 
brother, Morris Sabin. Mr. Sabin had 
been ailing for a number of yenrs, and 
whjle there was no immediate enure for 
alarm, nevertheless his midden death wasa 
shock to his relatives nnd many friends here. 
Mr, Sabin was born in Snlem, Wisconsin, 
Aug. U. 1867, nnd . died ; In Washington. 
D, C. Jan. 1,1902. He was a. member of 
the Masonic Fraternity of Antioch; and wns 
honored and respected by all ' who .knew 
him. 

He leaves a father and four brothers to 
moum his toss. The funeral services were 
held at the Mi E, chureh, Saturday, Jnn.- 
4, 1902, conducted. by Rev, E. J. Aikin, 
who preached thefuneralsermonnsfollows; 
It has become my privilege- of speaking 
nt this service a few wordsbf appreciation 
of our departed brother. Tnis service is 
not for the benefit of him whose form lies 
"before us and is to be put away from us 
forever, be is beyond onr reach and needs 
no help from' us,* It js : a pleasure to. bear 
testimony to his uianiv" virtues and pure 
life in nil the relations which he susfained 
to the. people where he. taught, and to' the 
pupils in the conspicuous part he bore in 
shaping their characters, . T became ac- 
quainted with Mri Sabin nearly four years 
ago. That was before disease had mnde 
inroads upon hie health and wasted his 
manly form, i Living in ray littlo.Bve feet 
sir Inch house I almost envied him his 
roomy castle: I admired his fine figure 
and commanding presence, but disease be- 
gan to take off a board here and there uri- 
til the' cold. wind of winter" blew through 
.the cracks and put out the lamp of life; 
We soon crossed swordB in the intellect- 
ual battle Geld nnd I found him a giant 
there aUo, We did not always agree, I 
found him a man of wide-reading and one 
who done some thinking of Iiib own. He 
hail'mnny original ideas;' some of them 
worthy of a states maa or a reformer. 

By _' endowment. ;ahd ".-early ., training he 
was an intellectual man. ' He took a'! great 
interest in all matters of church'and statu 
and greully enjoyed historyond biography. 
He was well informed of the/intelligence 
of tbe sociological and religiout press. 
He/was a teacher of marked [ability "as, is 
sbown'by'the high' esteem in which he was 
held by those where he had taught and .^by 
the increasing demon;) for his ..services;' 'I; 
believe if our brother could give direction 
to this service he would not rave me enter 
in any eulogy of his life. If I understood 
him at nil and the matter of his' thoughts 
I believe he would have me speak of, the 
responsibility of your life,' rather than eu- 
logize. his. You know, I mri not given to 
eulogy, I do not believe thin- is the place 
for it. Who woiild desire on an occasion 
like this to speak of ones frailties or faults, 
and wbo.iB the orntor that can make the 
dead man's friends love him more than 
they do when they bid him farewell at the 
grave. -I would seize these moments when 
your thoughts nro of dauth to remind yon 
of the responsibility of life. Life is to 
abort to spend it in dreaming of death. 
"What is your life?" iri a' question • of 
Vc'riptnre. It is u question that men need 
ask themselves more thun they do. It is 
a solemn thin t/ to die but it is an awful 
hing to live,, Somo christian touchers say 
'prepare for death." I say prepare to live 
arid death will lake care of itself. Be pre- 
pared to 'live and you will be prepared t" 
die. ' Being prepared to die without being 
prepared to live 1b a useless life. It is not 
that you are to die this year, or next* year 
that ought to concern you, but if you are 
to live one or two years that is the concern; 
for no man can live one year or two years 
without growing more fit for heaven and 



by and by when God puts' you - in tt e bal- 
ance of his eternal justice unless you- have 
weighed yourself by ihe' Christ standard 
you will be weighed in, tbe balance and 
found wanting and be cast out forever. 
Perhaps up to this time you have lived with 
out Christ saying that it is religion enough 
for you to be truthful and honest and do as 
you would be done by. Have you done by 
the mail Christ Jesus as you would have 
him do by. you? .If you gain great riches 
what are they compared to the true riches 
of God? 'If yoirgain the world's favor 
what is' that compared Id the eternal crown 
"of glory promised to the faithful? Jesus 
left. all, glory, honor; riches and a place at 
God's right hand to save you. If you neg- 
lect his great Salvation God will -judge 
you by your own rule. Have you done by 
JeHus* as you would have him do by .you. 
Uur brother becaine.a christian in early 
life, and before bis first sickness, which 
happened some twelve years ago, he waB 
active in church' work. At the time of 
bis death he Vbj a member of the Method- 
ist church... After his Bicknesshis impared- 
health' did not permit him to enter much 
into social life. He avoided meeting in 
gatherings of all kinds. Bis school life 
was almost more than he could stand in his 
declining health. Love for God was the 
sheet anchor of his b^ing and love for his 
mother was tbe sheet cable. She was tak- 
en from him some foufteerr years ago and 
he greatly missed ber counciling care . 

Eugene Sabin believed in:boys r . I might 
sayThe.bad a passion for boys. ■ The boy 
from twelve tu twenty has a'pcrilouji gaunt- 
let to rim." There is no time" t of his lite so 
important, -and yet there is no time when 
he in ho often misunderstood, nor wnen he 
finds go few people who nre patient enough 
and sympathetic enough to enter into'. fV- 
lowship with him in thb.-e budding hopes 
and ambitions which are so dear to the 
boys heart. Mr. Sabin did; this, 
j To any in thiB presence who have iri any 
way added to the pleasure of our friend, by 
bringing flowers or by other deeds of kind- 
ness, I. know, that tbepe acts have been 
appreciated and our common Lord will ee^ 
turn a full measure of his divine approval, 
as though done to him. Mr. Sabin was pa- 
tient in lm long sickness. He was never iiuite 
understood and did not receive thesympathy 
due him except by those near to him. Like 
the mighty ouka of tbe forest that support 
the clinging vine; so these Btalwort men 
huve supported their failing ^.brother. He 
'never uttered a-wish-they did not . gratify, 
jbften they-watched by his bed through the 
long hours of the night and then went 
forth by day to do. his worVand theirs. To 
ddy he no. longer needs their strong right 
nrm to sustain! his tottering, steps for he 
has receLTedlne^. 'strength-- withf-tlm, new 
y^rV-fThtttfbrolnerawill hevef all meet 
again unless it be in that upper home. not 
made with bunds, eternal in the heavens, 
"Our brother had nearly lost his voice, speak- 
ing only in a whisper, but methtnks ere 
this lie has joined the choir of heaven and 
is Bioging thesongof Moses and the Lamb, 
Many of you mude New Years resolutions, 
our brother mude a New Years translation 
arid that is better' ■ What could he more 
fitting than that he should close up his 
bobks'hc're urid open a new set in heaven 
on New Years day,.- To these brothers that 
to day mourn the loss of a brother I recom 
roeridOne that aticketb closer thnn a broth 
er, ev^n Jesus Christ, : 
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ward course that means eternal death.

Stock com- 
panies nre organised among farmers and 
the business men handled exactly on the 
siime principle as creameries are conducted 
where owned by farmers, Supervisor W- 
K. Miller, of Liberty ville, first interested 
the company in Lake county, and they as a 
result will f.end their manager. C. B. New- 
land,.to Libertyville, for the purpose of 
locating a factory. The Independent has 
taken occasion to look up the Fisk-Kyle 
Co. and find tbem highly rated and re- 
sponsible In every way. : •'

■ tempting to Aid Disabled Boat. ' 

* In a thick hszoand without a second's 
warning an iron hark, believed to be 
French, struck 'the pasnenger steamer 
Watla Walla off Cape Mendocino, siakiog 
her within thirty-five minutes' and causing 
a'loss of life which Is Itclievcd to amount 
to. forty-one persons, Despite the dark- 
ness and a choppy sea' tho ofllccrs of the 
Teasel quelled an Incipient panic and 
succeeded' la getting the passengers and 
crew of tbe vessel Into the small bo*tg In' 
safely. The sailing" Vessel, though prob- 
ably not severely injured, did not stand 
by to rescue, but made her escape In the 
fog. 

The crash was fenrrul. There was a 
brisk breeze blowing and the bark loomed 
out of the. mint with full sail set, going 
probably at twelve to fourteen knoVi. It 
Btruck- the. .Walla Walla bow oa just 
abaft the bow with such force ns to com- 
pletely Btave la that portion of tho atenm- 
er. ■ The steerage quarters «;were the most 
severely Injured by the Impact and It Is 
among these passengers that tho loss- 
of life was the greatest. Captain Hall 
showed marked heroism In golug down to 
that portion of the steamer which was 
most smashed and releasing passengers 
from the cabins in which they had been 
pinned by broken timbers and buc-Mod 
plates. 

Of tb.e-.l-12 passengers and crew on tho 
Walla Walla 10D are accounted fo(, as 
follows: Eighty- four survivors are at K«-. 
reka, 117 at Big Lagoon, near Trln^fad; 
seven were drowned before reaching land 
and one unknown woman died from tho 
shock and exposure after reaching shore. 

At the time of the collision all the pas- 
sengers were asleep ond the only people 
on deck were tho members of tho port 
watch, la command. of the second officer, 
ETery person on bonrd the vessel wns 
aroused by " the crash and within two 
minutes the decks were tilled with ges- 
ticulating and panic-stricken passengcrii 
who, confused by .the darkness and the 
hoarse shouting of orders, could not un- 
derstand that even' a few minutes re- 
mained in which to make their escape. 
Tho lifeboats were swung out and emer- 
gency rafts brought out ready for low- 
ering. 

It was thought at first by the officers 
that the vessel would live for some hours 
and on attempt was made to take out the 
baggage, but this was shown to be impos* 
elble by the suddenness with which the 
vessel took a henvy list "to port, where 
Us plates were crushed In. To avoid this 
Captain Hall ordered the port boilers 
blown out oiul the noise of the escaping 
Btcnru added to tho confusion and dis- 
tress among the pnsscngers, many of 
whom were women. Finally Hcctng that 
to remain on the vessel endangered the 
lives of the persons an board the captain* 
ordered the men to take to the boats, and 
all- who were jjot killed by the collision, 
were safely g<ft out, with the erceptloh 
of the captain himself, who went down 
with the vessel, He was picked up later 
by one of tho boats. 

There was .a choppy sea running and 
the small boats could not make a landing 
on the shore, a tew miles distant. They 
drifted about all day and finally sixty-live 
people were picked up by the steamer 
Dispatch, which took them to Eureka. 

Another boat under command of En- 
gineer Brown and ' containing nineteen 
persons attempted to land at Trinidad 
odd was swamped, thirteen being drown- 
ed.

An 
unprecedented surplus has iicccamulateU in 
the,; national: ftreasury .by reason of (he 
Spanish War, Tax—not , withstanding ttio' 
late reductionby the last Congress— nnd, 
the general employment of labor,*- Pro- 
jects to absorb this great sum : iu pudliu 
utilities, such as nn Isthmian canal, post 
office buildings, a greater navy, subsidies, 
etc.. rather than to reduce, -or wipe out 
altogether, the existing war tax For tha. 
benefit of the tax payer, seems to be the 
leading disposition of the solons at Wash- 
ington. 

The people advocated! if they did not 
demand, the war with Spain in order ; to 
stop the ntrocitesin Cuba, "nnd were wil- 
ling to stand the cost but, tltcy had no idea 
that their substance was to be diverted for 
any other purpose. .The war has heon 
closed, for mora than two years and tho tax 
still continues. A reasonable excuse enn 
be put forward and allowed for the unset- 
tled condition of affairs in the Philippines 
as well as in Cuba; but they , should! by 
this time, become nearly ^elf-sustaining. 
In (he mean time under n wise 'national 
policy the labor of the country has been 
generally and profitably employed, thus 
uroducing for themselves a marked degree 
of comfort and happiness which was sig- 
nally demonstrated just before and during 
holidays in a striking contrast to tho times 
of *93'and later, under a ^contrary national 
policy adopted by the election of Grovc'r 
Cleveland. 

It is believed that an isthmian canal is 
a necessity; but a gigantic enterprise in- 
volving such nn enormous expense should 
have the fall approval of the people who 
are to pay for it before it is bargained for.

One old-fashion ml silver dollar se- 
cured a strip of sidewalk on the corner 
of Greenwich anil - Vesey streets, nnd 
there tho long-sighted mountaineer set 
forth his forest novelties. Customers 
speedily appeared, soon buying all his 
wares at 'prices that seemed to him 
positively exorbitant. Highly elated, 
Mark enjoyed a few days of town life 
and returned home, but the next year 
he came again -with n much larger 
s took, and from that time to this tho 
business has continued to Increase un- 
til now hundreds of thousands of trees 
are yearly sold from Mark Cnrr's old 
corner.

Inoctilatcil with Beadly Germs to DIa* 
prove the Theories of Koch-BheNow 
!!■• Tuberculosis uud May Fall * Vic- 
tim to Science. 




By nn act of martyrdom In the cause of 
science, Miss Emma H. King* a New 
York trained nurse, has drawn upon her- 
self tho gaze of the 
world. The medical 
fraternity Is partic- 
ularly interested In 
her ease, because. 
it Is to demonstrate 
whether, tuberculo- 
sis can bo transmit- 
ted from n eow,to 
s human being, ■• 

Dr. Koch, the 
eminent Gorman 
admitted to bo. nn 
authority on dis- 
eases of the lungs, 
created something 
of a sensation last 
summer by the an- 
nouncement that 
bovine tuberculosis 
is Incommunicable 
to human beings, 
This assertion was 
contrary to the gen- 
erally accepted be- 
1 1 e f, -So well 
grounded -was the Miss Kixn. 
idea' that tubercnlur germs in a cow could' 
affect a person, that by order of the gov 
eminent, thousands of heads of cattbl 
thus nffected have from time to tim* 
been killed, in order that tho dlscaso 
might not be transmitted to persons' 
drinking their milk. According to Koch's 
theories, these precautions were unnec- 
essary 'and a waste of realty valuable 
cow Hesh. 

" Among those who doubted tbo truth of 
the German scientist's assertion was 
Br, George D. Barney of Brooklyn. Ho 
set out to demonstrate -its accuracy or 
falsity, as the ease might prove to be. 
Purchasing a healthy cow, he injected 
n broth containing tubercle from a hu- 
man being inh) the animal. ■ The cow Is 
now In the advanced stages of tho" dis- 
ease. Having proved Dr. Koch's theory 
would not work . backward,- bis next 
thought was. to demonstrate that It wns 
not tenable as originally stated. At this 
time ho was treating Miss King for ton- 
silttis and, on one occasion, mentioned 
the fact that, he was looking for a subject 
upon whom to maku the experiment. Miss 
King was much interested nnd whon as- 
sured by i he duet or thut there was really 
no danger attached to tins experiment she 
offered herself for the test. For the in- 
jection Dr. Barney used the germs taken 
from a mammary gland of the infected 
row, which he prepared In a . solution. 
Before the operation \\t. Barney request- 
ed MIbs King to make. a formal declara- 
tion of her entire acquiescence, and tho 
young woman did so, and. Insisted upon 
adding a clause exonerating the physi- 
cian In the event of au unexpected de- 
velopment. 

Miss King said: "I have contracted 
tuberculosis, and that wns. exactly what 
I expected to get when I first undertook 
to help Dr. Barney with the experiment 
At first I thought I would. not g^

Railroad building In tho United States 
during 1001 vran greater than It has been 
for eleven years prevlaus,. tiio total ap- 
proximating 5,057 miles of line. In ISOO 
Urn total was 5.070. and In 1000 4,4o7 
miles. The construction for tho year, 
added to tbo total mileage reported pre- 
vious to that, brings tho to(al mileage 
of the country to approximately 100,370 
miles, These uru the figures prepared 
by tho Railway Age after n painstaking 
compilation extending over u period' of 
several mouths, aud may therefore be 
taken to be as nearly correct as Is possi- 
ble in such mutters. In vlcW.of the fact 
that the country Is supposed to be pret- 
ty well provided -with railway facilities 
snd that the community of interests is 
supposed to have placed a damper on 
new construction, the year's total de- 
mands more than passing attention. 

It Is noted (but the .Southwest takes 
thu palm for the year, that Texas leads, 
with 5S3 tulles of new line, distributed 
among twenty-three mads, and that tbo 
Rock Island lends all others with tho 
longest single line of '205 miles, to which 
might well be added VIS miles of the El 
Paso nnd Northeastern from Santa Bosa 
to Cnrrlzozo, N. M., width will soon bo

Tho year has seen: transacted 'nn aggre- 
gate of general business, as reflected la 
bank clearings, far In excess of any pre- 
ceding period; Immense incrcaso'ln out- 
puts of coal, ore, [roa, steel, leather, lum- 
ber and a multitude of ,olher'-branehes;' 
freight transportation, facilities'. Insu pi- 
cleat to handle tho volume of bujiness 
offered, and a "volume of holiday biisl- 
cess passing all previous bounds both In 
qusntlty aud quality." . 

Present estimates indicate that tho 
earnings for 1001 will exceed the highest 
records of preceding years by one-fourth. 
Gross railway earnings have Increased, 
12 per coat, and not returns have gained 
10 per cent over the J)est preceding year. 
There has been a gain of, 38 per cent in 
hank clearings over 1000; the highest 
price for wheat since 180S and of corn 
and oats for almost a decade.

AGRICULTURE IN CHINA 



Mvtda iw Treated Like Oiirrfe.n in the, 
(,'el«*t(*l Hiuplra. ' 

Notwithstanding the great antiquity 
of. agriculture among them, the Chi- 
nese bare failed ta make any great 
progress la It. Their system of. culti- 
vation Is very careful and marked by 
attention to details; hut it shows Ig- 
norance of the principles of rotation of 
crops and adaptation of soils to par- 
ticular grains, and an extremely primi- 
tive knowledge of agriculture imple- 
ments. Their fields are treated like 
gardens, being subjected to the moat 
eonstnnt and watchful care, both at the 
time of planting and during the growth 
of the crops. When ripe the crop Is 
gathered by hand, with the utmost 
completeness; not a straw or leaf 

'scarcely even a root, being allowed to 
remain, says the Hon. Charles Danby 
In the Century Magazine, The two 
most characteristic features of Chinese 
agriculture are the use of manure and 
the system of Irrigation. Manure Is 
gathered from ail ponderable sources. 
In the cities the night soli deposited 
oa the sides of the streets and alleys 
1b gathered by men and boys. It Is 
mixed with clay, dried In the sun, and 
sold to farmers. On country roads 
boys, and often women and girls, are 
seen at places where large numbers of 
pack horses, camels and mules pmb, 
gathering the material, which is after- 
ward, wlrli beneficial effects, spread on 
tho fields. ; Earth from canals, rivers 
and streets is carted away for the same 

■purpose, "Other substances are dili- 
gently collected." says Will lam b. "as 
hair from barbershops, exploded fire- 

.crackers and sweepings from the 
streets, lime and plaster from kitchen 
ens and old buildings, soot, bones and 
Hah and animal remains." The Quanti- 
ty of these fertilizers used and the im- 
portance the Chinese attach to them 
ore proved by the number of people 
whose livelihood Is gained by their 
collection.

The sec- 
ond ascribes the discoloring to disease 
of the sympathetic nervous system In 
Out abdomen resulting in derangement 
ot the nerves and retarding the growth 
of the tissues.

I verily - be- 
lieve that -there la a forged guinea of 
James II. and VII. on my watch chain 
at this moment. If not Ms- majesty 
has debased the currency. Warned of 
these things, collectors ought to be 
very careful. I fear that I have put 
autograph collections off with forced 
autographs ot my own. But auto- 
graph collectors are out of all law, 
hostes bumanl generis." Every thing is 
fair against an autograph collector. — 
The Independent. 



GREAT BRITAIN'S SNAKES. 

Only Thrao Kind* la tho IsUniU mait 

Oiib la 1'qIioiioui. 

Only three kinds are generally rec- 
ognized in the- British Islanda— the 
smooth snake, the ringed snake and 
the adder, Ireland, indeed, has always 
claimed, by favor of St. 1'atrick; to bu 
free from these reptiles, though.. last 
autumn two. specimens of 'the ringed 
snake were actually 1 found" in ' County 
Wicklow. Probably they had been im- 
ported, and as they were killed, the 
saint's ban, aPer all,. may have driven 1 
them to their doom. Of the three 
British species, one, the smooth snake, 
named by zoologists coronella austrla- 
ca, is rare, in fact, it was not ob- 
served until 1853, and has seldom been 
found except In Hampshire, Dorset and 
Surrey, perhaps most frequently In 
the Bournemouth district. When full 
grown it is about a couple of feet long 
and might at the first glance be 
thought an adder. The ringed snake 
Is less likely to suffer from mistaken 
Identity, tor Its markings and general 
tints do not resemble ttioae of the 
latter. Indeed It deserves- encourage- 
ment, since It haw been known to swal- 
low an adder, though mice and voles, 
water newts, frogs and toads, with 
the eggs and young of birds, form its 
usual diet. It is the largest of our 
anakeB, for specimens a yard long are 
not uncommon, and a giant of Its kind, 
measuring five feet eight Inches, was 
once captured In the New forest. In 
September of last year a house at 
Cefucaeau. near Llanelly, was said to 
he suffering from a plague of snakes. 
The story* baa b'e'en carefully Investi- 
gated.— Chicago Xewa.

The trial of a notorious Bavarian 
robber has Just been ended In Augs- 
burg with a remarkable verdict. The 
robber is one Matthias KneisI, who 
lived la the Dachauer Moos, a great 
Bavarian moor whieh, owing to Its 
Impenetrable bogs and general desola- 
tion, has long been a biding place for 
all sorts of lawless characters. Knelsl 
came of a family of lawbreakers, and 
he once had seved a term In prison. A 
year ago he committed a burglary, and 
when pursued by two gendarmes he 
turned upon them and killed them 
both. He fled to the moor and for.n 
long time dened pursuit Finally, how- 
ever, he was betrayed by a neighbor 
Whom be had injured, and one night 
the ruined house in which he bad 
taken refuge was surrounded by gen- 
darmes', who first poured a volley Into 
the piece and then rushed In. Knelsl 
was round hiding in the chimney. He 
was brought down by the revolvers of 
his pursuers, so badly wounded that 
his life was despaired of. He. recov- 
ered, however, and was then brought 
to trial. The prosecution demanded his 
conviction on three counts — for mur- 
der, for robbery and as an habitual 
criminal. He was found guilty on all 
three charges, and the court gravely 
Imposed a sentence to &t the verdict. 
On the first count Knelsl was sentenced 
to death, on the second to fifteen years' 
penal servitude, and on the third to 
deprivation of civil rights during th'a 
remainder of his life.
